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US debt deal faces Congress gauntlet 


WA SHIN GT ON (AFP) - With 
barely a few hours to act, US 
Congress leaders are racing to 
corral enough votes to pass a 
massive austerity plan that 
would avert a disastrous, first- 
ever debt default with ruinous 
global consequences. 

The measure, needed to en¬ 
sure the world's richest econ¬ 
omy can pay its bills past a 
midnight tonight (0400 GMT 
Wednesday) deadline, raises 
the $14.3 trillion US debt ceil¬ 
ing and calls for $2.1 trillion in 
spending cuts over 10 years. 

Early optimism on global 
markets had evaporated by 
midday yesterday on worries 
the deal could fall short of 
clearing the polarized US Con¬ 
gress or fail to prevent a 
painful downgrade of Wash¬ 
ington's sterling Triple-A debt 
rating. 

"It is certainly not a game¬ 
changing breakthrough, and 
will keep the possibility of a 
near-term rating downgrade 
alive," wrote Barclays Capital 
analysts, who called the accord 
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"just a band-aid approach." 

A downgrade could push up 
US interest rates, making debt 
payments more expensive and 
affecting any flexible-rate loan 
in the sputtering US economy, 
still grappling with historically 
high unemployment of 9.2 per¬ 
cent. 

US Vice President Joe 
Biden said yesterday he was 
confident that Congress would 
approve a major austerity plan 
to avoid a debt default as he 
met with skeptical members of 
his Democratic Party. 

Speaking on Capitol Hill as 
the clock ticked toward today's 
deadline to raise the US debt 
ceiling, Biden said: "I feel con¬ 
fident that this will pass." 

"My sense is that they ex¬ 
pressed all their frustration," 
Biden told reporters. "I'd be 
frustrated if I were sitting there 
as well, being taken down to 
the wire like this." 

The blueprint negotiated 
between Obama and congres¬ 


sional leaders would include 
more than $900 billion in cuts 
over the next 10 years — $350 
billion of it in defense. A spe¬ 
cial congressional committee 
would then be tasked with 
coming up with another $1.5 
trillion in cuts to report by No¬ 
vember 23. 

A failure by the committee 
would trigger automatic cuts - 
- half in defense spending, a 
priority for many Republicans. 
Automatic cuts would not 
touch Democratic-backed So¬ 
cial Security and Medicare 
payments for the elderly, al¬ 
though they would still affect 
providers of the health care 
program. 

White House spokesman 
Jay Carney rejected Demo¬ 
cratic criticism that the pack¬ 
age does not raise revenue, 
saying that the special commit¬ 
tee could recommend meas¬ 
ures such as cuts in oil and gas 
subsidies.

OSLO (AFP) -A 16-year-old 
survivor of Norway's shooting 
rampage told his attacker that 
good would prevail over evil, 
in a heartfelt open letter pub¬ 
lished Monday. 

"We are not responding to 
evil with evil as you wanted. 
We are fighting evil with 
good. And we are winning," 
Ivar Benjamin Oesteboe, who 
lost five friends in the attack, 
said in the letter addressed: 
"Dear Anders Behring 
Breivik." 

"Know that you failed," 
said the letter posted on Face- 
book and published Monday 
in the Dagbladet newspaper. 

"You describe yourself as 
a hero, as a knight. You are no 
hero. But one thing is certain, 
you have created heroes. On 
Utoeya on that warm July day, 
you created some of the great¬ 
est heroes the world has seen, 


Obama, Clinton offer Ramadan wishes 
to Muslims 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama ex¬ 
tended his best wishes Mon¬ 
day to Muslims beginning the 
holy fasting month of Ra¬ 
madan, using the occasion to 
urge people to help victims of 
drought and famine in Africa. 

His Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton also extended 
good wishes to the world's 1.6 
billion Muslims, while blast¬ 
ing Syrian President Bashar 
al-Assad's regime for orches¬ 
trating a deadly assault against 
protesters at the start of the 
holy month. 

Ramadan is "a time of deep 
reflection and sacrifice. As in 
other faiths, fasting is used to 
increase spirituality, disci¬ 
pline, and consciousness of 
God's mercy," Obama said in 
a statement. 

"It is also a reminder of the 
importance of reaching out to 
those less fortunate. The heart¬ 


breaking accounts of lost lives 
and the images of families and 
children in Somalia and the 
Horn of Africa struggling to 
survive remind us of our com¬ 
mon humanity and compel us 
to act," he added. 

Aid groups have scaled up 
operations to help millions of 
people devastated by a harsh 
drought in the Horn of Africa 
region. Somalia has been the 
country the hardest hit by the 
region's worst drought in 
decades. 

Earlier this month, the 
United Nations said southern 
Bakool and Lower Shabelle 
regions in southern Somalia 
had been hit by famine, with 
up to 350,000 people facing 
starvation. 

Clinton took direct issue 
with "the Syrian regime's vio¬ 
lent assault on civilians... even 
as Ramadan began, highlight¬ 
ing again the brutality and vi¬ 


ciousness of the Assad 
regime." 

Throughout the month de¬ 
vout Muslims must abstain 
from food, drink and sex from 
dawn until sunset when they 
break the fast with the Iftar 
meal. 

The fast is one of the five 
pillars of Islam, along with the 
annual pilgrimage to Mecca 
which able Muslims should do 
once in a lifetime. 


you united the people of the 
world," the teenager wrote. 

On the day of the attacks, 
Oesteboe hid with others on 
the islands shore when he 
heard the first gunshots. They 
thought Behring Breivik, who 
was dressed in a police uni¬ 
form, was there to help them. 

"We called out to him, wav¬ 
ing our arms. He was there, 
trying to reassure those around 
him. All of a sudden, without 
batting an eye, he turned 
around and started shooting at 
people in the water," he said. 

The young man survived 
by running towards police 
who arrived on the island at 
6:25 pm (1625 GMT), about 
80 minutes after the shooting 
rampage started. 

Behring Breivik, a far-right 
extremist, has confessed to 
carrying out the twin attacks 
on July 22. 

He set off a car bomb in 
Oslo's government quarter that 
killed eight people, and later 
went on a shooting rampage 
on the Utoeya island near 
Oslo, where the ruling Labour 
Party was holding a youth 
camp, killing 69 people, most 
of them teenagers. 

The gunman stopped short 
of entering a guilty plea, 
deeming his actions "cruel" 
but "necessary". 

He said in a 1,500-word 
tract published on the Internet 
that he was trying to change 
the multicultural policies of 
western European govern¬ 
ments encouraging Muslim 
immigration.

ORANJESTAD - Aruba Par¬ 
liament recently urged our 
electric distribution company, 
Elmar NV to install street 
lights in those barrios where 
there is none. Parliament re¬ 
quested that Elmar change 
the system of lights being 
used on lamp poles to LED 
lights. This, they believe will 
provide much more illumina¬ 
tion and will cost 70% less 
energy than the type of bulbs 
currently in use. 

The lighting system cur¬ 
rently in use is not providing 
adequate lighting for our 
principal roads. Those lights 
are simply a great loss of en¬ 
ergy, according to Parliamen¬ 
tarian Rasmijn. What’s more, 
he claims, LED lights require 
a lot less maintenance and 
last more than 10 years be¬ 
fore needing to be replaced. 
They will reduce the cost of 
electricity that the govern¬ 
ment has to pay Elmar every 
month. With the savings, the 
government can install illu¬ 
mination in those barrios 
where there is no street light¬ 
ing.

Elmar is currently con¬ 
ducting trials to determine 
which type of LED lights are 
the best on the market.

Since returning from 
Cuba, Venezuelans have seen 
noticeable changes in 
Chavez, which include seeing 


him delegate more work to 
his ministers, constantly talk 
about starting "a new life," 
and engage in televised 
morning exercises. 

Separately, Chavez told 
VTV that he called in a bar¬ 
ber for a close haircut be¬ 
cause his hair was falling out 
as a result of chemotherapy - 
- and when he made a sur¬ 
prise appearance later at a 
public event, his hair was es¬ 
pecially short. 

"Is my new look," Chavez 
said in English, joking about 
his hair loss. 

Chavez, in power since 
1999, is seeking a third six- 
year term in office in next 
year's presidential election.

Record high radiation at 
crippled Japan nuke plant 


Tokyo Electric Power Co. 
(TEPCO) said Monday it had 
monitored record high radia¬ 
tion at the Fukushima Daiichi 
nuclear power plant crippled 
by the March 11 quake and 
tsunami. 

TEPCO said radiation 
levels reached at least 10 
sieverts per hour near the de¬ 
bris left between the number 
one and number two reactors 
of the plant at the centre of 
the ongoing nuclear crisis. 

The previous record was 
three to four sieverts per hour 
monitored inside the number 
one reactor on June 3. 

’’Three plant workers 
were exposed to a dosage of 
four millisieverts while they 
were monitoring radiation,” a 
TEPCO spokeswoman said. 
”We are still checking the 
cause of such high levels of 
radioactivity.” 

The government and 
TEPCO say they remain on 
target to bring the reactors to 
a safe state of cold shutdown 
by January at the latest now 
that a water circulation sys¬ 
tem has been established.

Chernobyl 25 years ago have 
continued since a 9.0 magni¬ 
tude earthquake triggered a 
tsunami, sparking reactor 
meltdowns at the plant and 
spewing radiation into the en¬ 
vironment. 

The government has said 
radiation levels around the 
plant, which lies 220 kilome¬ 
tres (136 miles) from Tokyo, 
had fallen to ”two-millionths” 
of the peak recorded March 
15. 

Tens of thousands of peo¬ 
ple remain evacuated from 
homes, businesses and farms 
in a no-go zone around the 
plant.

Scientists devise mind-controlled 
car braking system

Researchers are working on a 
mind-reading system for cars 
that will allow drivers to con¬ 
trol the brakes as soon as the 
thought to stop occurs to 
them, reports New Scientist. 
The technology is intended to 
help the car stop soon, and 
potentially save lives, injury 
and damaged property. 

The mind-reading braking 
system is being developed by 
Stefan Haufe and a team of 
researchers at the Berlin In¬ 
stitute of Technology in Ger¬ 
many. Though still in the 
testing stage, their technol¬ 
ogy could cut milliseconds 
off of the time it takes drivers 
to press on the brake pedal. 
That may not sound like a lot, 
but considering a car going 
60 MPH travels 88 feet in a 
single second, it’s not hard to 
see how any moment saved is 
valuable. 


The research team tested 
18 volunteers who were 
asked to drive about 62 MPH 
(100 kilometers per hour) on 
a driving simulator, and tail¬ 
gate the car in front. 

While some of the teams 
peers in the scientific commu¬ 


nity commend the study for 
testing such capabilities at rel¬ 
atively high speeds, others say 
the study is flawed because 
the test subjects were alert and 
fully prepared to stop, which 
is not often the case in real life 
driving scenarios.

UN’s message to mothers: 
breastfeeding can save 
your baby’s life 



The United Nations and its 
partners are promoting the use 
of all possible means of com¬ 
munication, including social 
networking, blogs and even 
flash mobs, to get the message 
out on the benefits of breast¬ 
feeding beyond clinics and de¬ 
livery rooms to the wider 
public. 

Breastfeeding is directly 
linked to reducing the death 
toll of children under five, yet 
only 36 per cent of infants 
below the age of six months in 
developing countries are ex¬ 
clusively breastfed, according 
to the UN Children’s Fund 
(UNICEF). 

“With so much at stake, we 
need to do more to reach 
women with a simple, power¬ 
ful message: Breastfeeding 
can save your baby’s life,” 
UNICEF Executive Director 
Anthony Lake said on the oc¬ 
casion of World Breastfeeding 
Week, which is celebrated 
from 1 to 7 August. 

“No other preventive inter¬ 
vention is more cost effective 
in reducing the number of chil¬ 
dren who die before reaching 
their fifth birthdays,” he stated. 

Among the benefits of 
breastfeeding, UNICEF 
pointed out that the practice 
could lead to a 13 per cent re¬ 
duction in deaths of children 
under five if infants were ex¬ 
clusively breastfed for 6 


months and continued to be 
breastfed up to one year. 

“Breastfed is best fed, 
whether the baby is born in 
Uganda or England, China 
or Canada,” said Mr. Lake. 

However, while breast¬ 
feeding rates in the devel¬ 
oping world are on the rise 
in two-thirds of countries 
with data, millions of in¬ 
fants are not benefiting 
from this life-saving practice. 

Therefore, UNICEF, the 
World Health Organization 
(WHO) and their partners are 
using the occasion of World 
Breastfeeding Week to spur 
new and creative ways to raise 
awareness and reach a larger 
audience with the message of 
the benefits of breastfeeding. 

The theme of this year’s 
World Breastfeeding Week, 
which is an initiative of the 
World Alliance for Breastfeed¬ 
ing Action, is “Talk to Me! 
Breastfeeding - a 3D Experi¬ 
ence.” It emphasizes the im¬ 
portance of communication at 
various levels and between 
various sectors to promote 
breastfeeding. 

“Communication is key to 
attain progress,” said Flavia 
Bustreo, WHO Assistant Di¬ 
rector-General for Family, 
Women’s and Children’s 
Health. “This year’s theme for 
the World Breastfeeding Week 
highlights the opportunity of 
new communication technolo¬ 
gies for making qualified sup¬ 
port accessible to health care 
providers, mothers and fami¬ 
lies... 

“Protection, promotion and 
support of breastfeeding is im¬ 
portant because, even though 
breastfeeding is natural, it is 
also a learned behaviour,” 
added Dr. Bustreo.

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Anorexia affecting young children 


in UK: statistics 



LONDON (AFP) -Nearly 100 
children aged between five and 
seven in Britain have been 
treated for anorexia or bulimia 
in the past three years, accord¬ 
ing to figures released on Mon¬ 
day. 

The statistics show that 197 
children aged between five and 
nine were treated in hospital in 
England for eating disorders, 
fuelling campaigners' fears that 
young children are being influ¬ 


enced by photographs in 
celebrity magazines. 

The figures from 35 hospi¬ 
tals showed 98 children were 
aged between five and seven at 
the time of treatment and 99 
aged eight or nine. Almost 400 
were between the ages of 10 
and 12, with more than 1,500 
between 13 and 15 years old. 

The statistics, released 
under the Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion Act, are believed to under¬ 
estimate the true figures 
because some state-run hospi¬ 
tals refuse to release any data. 

Other hospitals would only 
release figures for children ad¬ 
mitted after they had become 
dangerously thin, excluding 
those undergoing psychiatric 
therapy as outpatients. 

The findings come after ex¬ 
perts called earlier this year for 
urgent action to improve the 
detection of eating disorders in 
children. 


About three in every 
100,000 children under 13 in 
Britain and Ireland have some 
sort of eating disorder, accord¬ 
ing to a study conducted by ex¬ 
perts from University College 
London's Institute for Child 
Health. 

Susan Ringwood, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the eating disorders 
charity B-eat, said the latest 
figures reflected "alarming" 
trends in society, with young 
children "internalising" mes¬ 
sages from magazines which 
idealise the thinnest figures. 

The Department of Health 
said it was spending £400 mil¬ 
lion ($660 million, 455 million 
euros) over the next four years 
on psychological treatment for 
eating disorders, including a 
specific programme for chil¬ 
dren and young people. 

"Early intervention is essen¬ 
tial for those with eating disor¬ 
ders," a spokeswoman said.

BBC journalists strike over job losses 


China state TV 
says US deal lacks

US President preparring to announce late Sunday that he 
and top lawmakers had reached an llth-hour deal to avert 
a disastrous debt default. 


LONDON (AFP) - BBC jour¬ 
nalists began a second 24-hour 
strike on Monday in a row 
over job losses, threatening 
disruption to some of the 
broadcaster’s flagship pro¬ 
grammes. 

Members of the National 
Union of Journalists (NUJ) are 
angry at around 100 compul¬ 
sory job losses at the World 
Service and Monitoring divi¬ 
sion, which monitors mass 
media worldwide, as the 
broadcaster seeks to make 
huge savings. 

NUJ general secretary 
Michelle Stanistreet said she 
expected the strike, which 
began at midnight, to be ’’very 
solidly supported” by the or¬ 
ganisation's 3,000 union mem-

The deal announced by 
President Barack Obama late 
Sunday after tortuous negotia¬ 
tions would raise America's 
$14.3 trillion debt ceiling by at 
least $2.1 trillion and make 
more than $2.4 trillion in 
spending cuts. 

"It's a political perform¬ 
ance which has more pomp 
and ceremony than substance,” 
China Central Television said 
in a rare editorial broadcast on 
its evening news bulletin. 

"The American taxpayer 
and global debt holders sud¬ 
denly find out that the debt cri¬ 
sis is only a tool ... that the 
main concern is to get more 


political capital for the next 
presidential election." 

The Chinese government 
has so far made no official re¬ 
sponse to the agreement, 
which it is hoped will avert a 
potentially catastrophic default 
by the world's largest econ¬ 
omy. 

The package announced by 
Obama still needs to be ap¬ 
proved by Congress. China is 
by far the top holder of US 
debt with holdings at $1.16 
trillion in May, according to 
the latest US data, and has 
raised concerns about its in¬ 
vestment in the past. 

Chinese state media last 
week attacked the United 
States over its debt wrangling, 
warning that lawmakers could 
depress the value of the dollar, 
fuel global inflation and 
plunge the world into another 
recession.

The 
pair will face off with Croa¬ 
tia, Serbia, Belgium and 
Macedonia in Group A. 

Also in Europe, 2010 run¬ 
ners-up Holland will face 
Turkey — coached by Dutch¬ 
man Guus Hiddink — Hun¬ 
gary, Romania, Estonia and 
Andorra in Group D. 

Four-time champions Italy 
are in Group B with difficult 
matches against Denmark 
and the Czech Republic 
standing in their way with 
Bulgaria, Armenia and Malta 
also in the section. 

Three-time winners Ger¬ 
many lead Group C with 
tricky ties with Sweden and 
Ireland in prospect while Aus¬ 
tria, Faroe Islands and Kaza¬ 
khstan make up the pool. 

Group E features Norway, 
Slovenia, Switzerland, Alba¬ 
nia, Cyprus and Iceland while 
Group F pits Portugal against 
2018 hosts Russia, Israel, 
Northern Ireland, Azerbaijan 
and Luxembourg. 

Former European champi¬ 
ons Greece are in Group G 
with Slovakia, Bosnia-Herze- 
govina, Lithuania, Latvia and 
Leichtenstein.

SYDNEY (AFP) - Former 
world number one Tiger 
Woods will tee off in Sydney 
for the first time in 15 years 
after being confirmed Mon¬ 
day as a starter at the Aus¬ 
tralian Open in November. 

The troubled 14-time 
major champion has not won 
since the 2009 Australian 
Masters in Melbourne and 
will be hoping The Lakes 
course, regarded as one of the 
best wet-weather courses in 
the region, can help turn 
around his fortunes. 

"I’m very excited to be 
competing in the Australian 
Open,” Woods said in a state¬ 
ment. 

”1 haven't played in the 
event since 1996 and I'm anx¬ 
ious to return. 

"I have a great affinity for 
playing golf in Australia and 
I'm looking forward to com¬ 
peting against an outstanding 
field at The Lakes.” 


Woods, who has slipped 
out of the world's top 20 hav¬ 
ing not played since the US 
Masters in April due to in¬ 
jury, last teed-off in Sydney 
at the Australian Open as a 
rookie pro, finishing fifth. 

The November 10-13 
tournament will also feature 
fellow Americans Dustin 
Johnson and Bubba Watson, 
defending champion Geoff 
Ogilvy and two-time major 
runner-up Jason Day. 

It will be played the week 
before the Presidents Cup be¬ 
tween the United States and 
International teams in Mel¬ 
bourne, with captains Greg 
Norman and Fred Couples 
also competing in Sydney. 

"Tiger's presence in Aus¬ 
tralia's most prestigious tour¬ 
nament will further enhance 
what is certain to be a huge 
summer of Australian golf,” 
said Australian PGA chief 
Brian Thorbur.

LONDON (AFP) - David 
Beckham insists he has no re¬ 
grets about effectively ending 
his career at the highest level 
by moving to LA Galaxy. 

Beckham made a surprise 
switch to Major League Soc¬ 
cer in America in 2007, but 
many pundits felt he called 
time on his European career 
too soon. 

The former Manchester 
United and Real Madrid star 
was unable to trigger the 
hoped-for explosion of inter¬ 
est in football in the States 
and quickly became a bit- 
part player with England as 
well. 

He returned to Europe 
twice for loan spells with AC 
Milan in a bid to prove his fit¬ 
ness to England coach Fabio 
Capello and even flirted with 
a loan switch to Tottenham 
last season before Galaxy 
ruled out that possibility. 

Even so, Beckham is 
adamant he is still happy with 
his decision to move to Cali¬ 
fornia. 

"I have no regrets,” he told 


Sky Sports News. "Not one 
about wherever I have played 
and whatever I have done, I 
don't think you can live your 
life like that. 

"I always have to be sure 
about the decisions I have 
made. People may think it 
was the wrong decision for 
me to move over to America 
but I am fully confident with 
the decision I made. 

"I was successful in Eu¬ 
rope for many years; won 
many trophies with Manches¬ 
ter United and played at two 
of the biggest clubs in the 
world. I was successful at 
Real Madrid and I needed a 
new challenge, and I have en¬ 
joyed that challenge.” 

Beckham's lucrative con¬ 
tract ends at the conclusion of 
the MLS season and he will 
inevitably receive offers from 
clubs in the Premier League 
hoping to cash in on his fame. 

But the 36-year-old still
